The first skins appeared in Hungary in 
the early BOs., Firstly they were punkSs. in 
skinhead clothes, Aa you know Hungary had! 
been occupied by the Russian army for 40 ] 
years, These years there was gocialist 
atate in Hungary; The early punks with 
the skins: where still together, they 
rebelled against the. communiatss The first 
akinhead groups (Mos-Oi, ZEF ,etc,) had  ! 
gigs with punk groups as well, These early . 
groups: were soon banned by the commies, 
Later newer groups. and gangs. formed, As 

the punks. started to become leftist, the . 
nationalist youts cut their hair, In 1986- 
88 the best groups were: 0i-kor, Fehér Vi- 
rágok, Egészséges Fejbőr, Dr.Skinhead, 

In thís time there was about 500-1000 Éz EGT ű 
skinheads. mainly in the capital, Budapest, 

and a few in the biggest cities, In 1988. there was still communist 

power in Hungary, There was a case after a gig, when about 80 skinheads 
fought against Cubans, The goverment thought the time to wind up the 
skinhead movement which was about getting stronger and stronger, There 

wag a big scandal, and the leaders of the movement were sentenced for 

3-4 yeara in preason, But the Russian system atarted to fall dawn, After 
a year these skins. were set free, after the: political changes, 

In spite of the fact, that the skin-bands were banned again in 1988, and 
they could not organise any gigs or clubs the skinhead scene become one 
of the atrongest movement in Europe, Than in 1989-1990 the: old skin-groups 
reformed and a few new started to play too, 

Today there are the following groupat M.A.Skins, Akcióegység, Független 
Adó, Magozott Cseresznye, Rohamosztag, etc, There is. one skizine, Pannon 
Bulldog, but as we hear, a few new ones; will ve issued out soon, 

There are about 2000 skinheads all over the country, but a much more 

youth who are agree: with. us, Nowadays there are skins almost every tom, 
Tne skins. are only nationalist or a little part of them is NS, but there 
are no leftist redskins; or SHARP ,You can find skins in football matches 
mainly at Ferencváros, in Rock"n"Roll clubs, in pubs, in gigs and on the 
streets in Saturdays evenings in the cities, 

Our greatest problems are the following: aíter the World War 1 the 
territory of our land was divided in a few parts, which now belong to 

our neighbour, Of course we want our country Back! More and more 
immigrants come here blacks, arabs. and gypsys, who are mainly criminals, 
"e want them to get out! We also have problems with the medias which 

do not the. voice of the Hungarians, 


ve have already tried to organise political youth movement, but we could 
not find a good party which could help us,
